Aving by the Weekly occurreoces of your pro" 
ceedings, not onely taken notice of the weigh- 
ty mittecs which yon have of late chofen to be 
the fubjcAofyourDebates^ fucha$ never any 
Councdl in this Kingdome are knowne to have 
taken into their cognizance, or confidcration ; 
botwidtally difcem'dthe cheerful! and hofpttable reception of 
onemeane fierlbns advice, which pretended to have received 
fpmecounfcii from God tocoramunicatetoyoa; And having 
aifo asfincere a defire and zeaie to your good, ( teftified by my 
daily prayers to God^tfaat he will indinc your hearts to thoi^hts 
of trueChriftian meekneflband charity) and confequcntly, as 
4eep anintereft in the due management of your affaires^ as any 
others; and as great an afliiraoce, that whatlflullfiiy toyoo, 
proceeds from a peaceablciand an humble fpirit; and which tends 
more immediately to your welfare and honour, both before 
God and man, than any thing which is knowne of late totiave 
been rq)refentedtoyon, Atxilafily, havingjamong youfometif 
die neareft of my bloud, whofe efiemall weale nuift needs be veiy 
idcare andpcetious to me ; J. amis the fearc of God^ and the 
profecution and difcharge of my duty andconfcience, defirous 
to make this fliort addrefle to yon, todeficeyou, in the namr^ 
and in the bowels of fefus Cbr^^ and by all the obligations of 
Qiciftian duty and Charity, :i:p review fome of the principles bv 
wbichyoufeemeto'beafted, aodwhcceoii co.igcound thehi^

And X. whereas you fcetn to believe, that god bjhis Spirit 
hitk put it into jour hrarts to doe r^but hitherto jou have done, 
and what no^ jou profejfe to deliberate toMe^fm^her agaiuSiffis 
<JH AfESTT^andoB other s^ who^ are.nmfaUen into jour haudjf; 
I befeech you to confider, in theiprefence of that God, to whofe 
dircftionsand Spirit yoQ ^pretend, what fafe ground you have 
for fo doing ; for, I (hall fuppofe that the piaine words of Scrip- 
ture are not that voice of the Spirit which is your onely guide in 
this matter ; or if it be, I de(ire that Charity from you for ray 
felfe and others; that* you will point us out thofe Scriptures .- and 
I mufl: profcfle to believe you bound in duty to God, and man, 
and CO your fclves, to fatisiic this de(ire, to produce that Voice of 
the Spirit in the received Scriptures of God, which may fay chat 
toother Chriftians alfo which it appears to doe to you : But if 
Gods Spirit be by you. conceived to have ipoken to you any o- 
therway than in^ or by fome part of the written JVordi Then 
my fecondrequcftis, that you will declare to others the ground 
of this your perfwafion, that you have received any fuch Revela- 
tion from God ; that fo that pretended Spirit may s^coixlfi^.tb 
the rules preferred, bj God in A^ acknowledged J^orJ. he cried 
and' examined regularly, ffhether it be of god pr no^ before the 
fubjcdt-mattcr of fuch Revelation be believed infallible, or ac- 
cordingly built upon by you as your warrant or principle of ad- 
ding any thing: For, there are evill Sfiritst^izicom^ into die 
world, and which many times are by God permitted coiednce 
men, and that they may doe fo the better, they conftaotly prit- 
tend to come from God, and ajfunu divine Authority to ttr 
commend and authoriie their delufions ; (athingfoordinatym 
all Ages, that the P^f^ that would expreffe the hnbroylii^ of t 
Kir^dome, thinks he cannot doe it better than by bricking jn 
€yiie{fo^ a Purjj with a Meffage from Heaven^ to avenge ftoch^ * 
fitch an injurj) Andoftheieour .S'^t/iai^ forewarns US, and tells 
vSyth^twefifa/lknow thembj their fruits i andfo dire6busC0 
judge ofthe truth of their pretenfions by thegoodne({c tctomk 
mendableneffe, at lead, juftifiableneire of their aElions^ and not to 
judge of cheir oElions by their pretences. Andbefides thcfe #^ 
Spirits from without, there is alfo an eviU Spirit withif^a great 
ilealc of dilguifed wickednefle in the heart of man, which .vriioi 



icrcmabfs unmortificd in thoic who believe themfelves to be 
Cods chtfen Saints, jndtdu^ iy Um^ is very apt to be miftaken 
for an inclination of Gods Spirit, and 4 fiame ofz^nle^ when it is 
really the moft contrary to it ; and becaufe there is fo much dan- 
ger^ that what is not fetdit from the acknowledged Word of 
God, may thus flow from one ofthefe contrary principles, My 
nq[trequefti% that it be confiderdd. Whether when an Angel 
,fr(m Heaven^ in cafe he (honld teach my other DeElrine, than what 
had been ly Saint P Au t preached to his GalathianSfWcre to be ana- 
^thematp^d, and when the judgements are fo-fearfiill, which are 
pronounced againft them which /hall addeto the fVords of that 
^rophejie, whidi we now reteine under the Title of the Apocatjps 
- Qt^^flaiiwi (Avhii^ hting the laft Writing which is knowne 
tQ^^md,l^tbivSph'}Xi'\^ cofitaine afevere 

^dinnntiaiion agaltiftrall tt^te^: wfaopretpnd. to any Revelation or 
frophefe after that^ :cotlcertiiQg the Qiriftian Church) whether, 
•I fay, it be not a matter of fcare and-juft apprehenfion, to all 
thofe, who fliall affix, or impo(e upon the Spirit tfGod(ot pretend, 
\t^,ber:tvealtd to them from that) any < matter of Dodrine or 
.^radice^vt^hichackoQwIedges nm tlse SpprititffOod fpeaking in the 
Scriptiit^for its oncly warrantor foundatigyo 7 Or laftly, if from 
the Scriptures you conceive it may be proved, that any part of 
the VnEiion mentioned there fo farre belongs to you^ tbat.it fliall 
furely leadjo^ intOioB truth ; then ftrft, I bcfeech you to confider, 
whether yon doe,not oblige your felves by the fame, or fome o- 
tber Scripture to prove to otbei^ ( and not onely your felves to 
beperfwaded) thzt jou are thofe fffedaS Saints of god, to whom 
that priviledge peculiarly belongs,, and as clearly to demon-^ 
firate that all others who conceive that that Vnfiion teaches 
:them direftly the contrary, to that which you profeiTe to be 
iui^ht by it, are impious- Perfons pofleft with that deluding Spi- 
fiit^ which I no w defire you to beware of. And fecondly, tp^exa- 
:0)ine whether this differencing of your felves from others^; this 
\itaring y^itneffe to jour felves, and judging others (befide that, ir 
1 wil look like an aA of mod Phari/aical Prefumption,and the very 
ilhing, which from Simon Magm downward, hath been-'ob- 
Iferved in all Hereticks, calling, themfelves the Spiritualised all 
QtbenuAmmal^carnall Men) will not be.alfp a great, iujuftice at 
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(4^ 
thfs timetowatd them who prenrid ootlji lean any iMt^from 
this Undfon, but what^cfaejr xeoei^c ftom cbc Doftrine of the 
Gof pel, in thofe Books^ which haTc m e&d^iiod in the taft cdiik, 
the teftimony of God from Heaven, that they are his true Mlt- 
lible Word, and diftateof his Spirit, and which defircto make 
no other ufe of this to their owne advantage, ibutondy (0|ffc- 
ferve them in a quiet polTeffion of what<by tawbeiongs4to ttetti, 
& a capacity of making g;ood their Allegiance to Him, to Mffcon 
they have often by Law been required to fwearek. 

A fecond Principle which I nmft defireyou to review, is tbai^ 
iipon which you conclude that G^katk i»m tefikmnj tBj$$tr emft 
fy the ffuMjhBoTHswUchbihdth given ym; This conclndiag of 
yours, iirft^ proceeds upona premifedireftly falfe in -macceri^ 
' faA : for, you fay, thn the K IN Gtjtakin£ mp Armes made Hi 
appedle to Heaven; virhich tis moftcertaine chat he never did, 
(outonely ufed a ftrength which God put in his hands cote- 
pell them, whom He looked on as His SubjeAs declining |!hdr 
duty to Him, and invading the fetled Lawes, and never referfdl 
the right of the Caufe to be judged by the fuccefle of His Arme^) 
nor indeed could rationally have occafionoodoe fo,- aiq^^iidic 
than any one of you would make fnch appeale, when a vioieoc 
Perfonfliould invade, what you conceiveco beyourundoobedl 
right: floncotthlHe religimifly^ or Chrifiianly have done thii^ 
whenthofe Lawes that allowed of fuch appeals i>y OrJeale.w 
Duel, and'the like^havc betn juftly cenfured Mmtckriftuu^ md im^ 
tarmt. Nay Secondly, this conduding of yours witH>y liie &me 
reafon ihfei^ that Chriffiaiiif:]F\is not, 4mdthat NfahumetffiBe 
is the true Religion, beaufe when the Turks afTerted one, atii 
the Grceke Qjuirch the other, and that difference b^t a Want 
betwixt them,^tis cleare that the Turks were iuccefiiilM,4ind4te 
Greeke Church wa^inofi fedly^afted and fubdued by cbem^oni 
-fo reraaineth to this houi^4n riiat unreturnTd Captivioy^ Wlddi 
will therefore bea^t opportunity to make you revert to the 
trying of that Spirit (which inclines you thus ^to argue) by this

him a lofi world : And }. of being 4 lineament 0f the face rf^ivine 
goodnejfej in the doing good tofomanj^ at weB Enemies , as Friends : 
Add 4. dcfer'ving that flace of the Table ofHonoter^ which the Ro- 
man Orator 6iith, aU Nations beftowed on the Ajfertars of their 
Comtries liberties^ even next to the immortaU (Jods themfehes : 
And 5* of imitating the method of the welfare ofHeavenfOndfeekiM 
to reconcile a Nation to%hemfelves by not imptting their unth^tl^ 
falnejfe. The hrgeneflfe and exorbitancy or theie expreffions I 
was my feife fo amaz'd at, that I cannot but mention them to yon 
(by the way) as matters of horrour, which like the Peoples accla- 
mation to Herod^ or the Lycaomans to Panland Barnabas^ if they 
beget not in you a juft indienation with the latter,may very proba« 
biy bring the joft fate of tne former upon you, to be eaten up with 
Wtrmes^ (after you have been thus deifeis now, that you have no 
other vUible Enemy but your (elves, and fudi Flatterers, ( that I 
fay no worfe) to appeare againft you; Having craved you pardon 
for this not unfeafonable excmfion, I retume now to the view 
of that Scripture, produced from Saint feter^ to prove Kings to 
be acreationy or creatttre ofmen^ and fi their power to be derived 
from the People. To which I Antwer, i . That there is a figns^l 
charafterin that veiy Text, that keeps it from concluding rAf 
Snpreame power to be originally in the Teople, not onely by cailii^ 
the King in the end of chat Verfe, Supreme ; fuch as in S. VaiilU 
divinicy,i?0iy. ij. are affirmed to bcorddnedofgod, andfo no 
humane Ordinaacejbut alfo by difb'nguifhing the govemotirsj v.i^ 
from the King or Supreme, t^« 1 3. by Chis that the Gwemours ate 
fcHtby (i.e. have commiffion from ) the itm^, whidi migfic in 
like manner alfo be affirmed of the King^ that hewefe fentby 
theP^0/»i>,ifHewere the Creature, or creation of them, but is 
not fo much as intimated by that Apoftle ; but on the contrary^ 
fupremacj affixt to Him, and /^/r^M?;! commanded to be paid 
Him (not for the Peoples^ but for tilt Lords fakf) as(i^r(Unt« 
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(7) 
iionto.MdmiJIJoH from the ^wfj, isaffirm'd of all other Afa. 
giftrates. But then 2. to take away all colour of plea for popu* 
/^r; from this Text, it is to be obfcrved what is the meaning of 
the Greek word in the New Tcftament, which is there renewed 
* erdinance^ or creamri^ or creation. That word when it is fet in * v7; 
its largncflc without any reftraint, fignifics generally, all mankind^ ^^^* 
Gentiles, as well asjcwes. Thus [jhe creation] ^nd£t he wrld2 
arc all one and [jll the creation] (or everj creature) Mar. 16.1 5. 
thGfzmcmth^ (he whole world] in the beginning of that Verfe, 
andQ^^iV^ww^inthe parallel places of Saint OUatther^ and 
SsLtntLukf. Andthus/fpw.8. 19. [jhe expectation of the creattitre^ 
or creation'] is the hope which the heathen world hxd, thatatthc 
revelation of the gracious priviledges of the Me£tM,thcy {i.e. the 
Gentiles) alfo fliould he freed from the flavery of corruption (their 
villainous heathen finnes) unto the liberty, See. that true liberty 
not from obedience to Superiours, but from flavery to lufts and 
paifions, which Chrift came to beftow upon us ; And fo when 
V. 22. *ris added, that the whole creation groanes^ &c. thedeare 
meaning is, that the gentiles as well as ^wjt, did thus, as might 
be c^dcnced at large.Agreeable to this notion of the whole crea^ 
ti$n, or every creature, is the fame phrafe (with the addition of 
humane^to take off all reftraint,and to extend it as far as ail man* 
kind) to be underRood, and fo the meaning of the precept of 
Saint Peter to his few-Chrifiians is clearly this,and no more, that 
thcymuftbec^fJi^^^not onelyto C&ri^/<i».Magiftrates, but to 
Gentiles^ Heathen alfo, (fuch as they fliould fail under in all their 
difperfions) i.e. to all whatfoevcr they were.and that^r the Lords 
fake who conflituted thofe Heathens alfo, as Saint Tanl faith. If 
to this it (hall be objefted , that by this way _of interpreting, the 
precept will be extended fo, as to fubje A us to all Heathens^ and 
not onely to Magiflrates : I anfwer,that this, which is the onely 
objcftion againft this interpretation, is of little force, andisan- 
fwercd, i.by obferving the word [[^/y^/jfff] which relating to 
Magifirates will require our obedience to none, buc thofe, as 
V. I J* when he commands to honour aV^ it mulbe underQood, 
all to whom hr^eur belongs ; Superiours, not Inferiours ; or a?, 
Yihtnch* 5^ J. he commands them to be yX^^rr ro 0/7^ ^w//jtfr, it 
muft not be underftood, that the Superiour muft be fubjcfl: to the 



C8) 
InferUur, as the /nferUm' to the Superiour, but as the nature of 
the duty inforces to interpret, the Inferhur to be fubjcft to the 
SnferiBur ondy : and 3. by the Apoftles expreffc enumeration of 
thofe to whom this obedience muft be paid in the end of the . 
Verfe, to the King as Sufream^ and then v, 1 4. to GovcrneHrs^ as 
inferiour Magiftrates fent hj Him. That this is the full impor- 
tance of that place, may (if there be any need) farther appeare 
by the occafion of the Apoftles difcourfe , which was confu- 
ting of the vile Scft of Chriftians then calling themfclves Qn^ 
fiicksy (as a title of great pcrfeftiori of k^mUdge in thj Mjfteriu 
ofHeAven ) who taught the doftrine of liberty ^nd manrnnifflon 
toChrifiisn SubjeSs $r Servants, from Heathen ( yea and Chn^ 
fiianj Ma/ters and Kings ; To which falfe dodrioe of theirs this 
Exhortation thps interpreted is dirediiy contrary ("and cannot 
otherwife be pertinent to it) and very coherent to that Admo- 
nition in the la. ver. immediately preceding, oi having their c$n^ 
i ver/ation good among the Gentiles, that thej might not jpeak^illof 
them as eviU Boers ; which they would be juftly apt to doe, in cafe 
they (hould withdraw their obedience to their latvfuO, Princes, as* 
foone as they )^ere become Chrijiians ; which, by the way, faies a 
very ill charafter upon thofe, who by pretence of Chrifiianitj, 
or 7/>/y,feek,or claime to themfelves any other liberty than what 
by the Lowes under which they are bornci doth confelUy belong 
unto them. 

Having thus farre enlarged tocleare that teftimony of Scrip- 
ture, and not knowing of any other which is thought favourable 
to your pretenfion, I (hall, in ftead of retorting the multitude of 
plaine places direftly oppoOte, which ^ill abundantly takeaway 
all force from this, proceed next to the fccond plea, that of 
Reafon. And there I (hall defireyou toconfider, i. Whether if 
Adam had n^ver fallen, and his pofterity remained in. the fame 
innocence, they would not yet have been capable of pojitive pre^ 
cf/^fi in order to civill life; and confequently, whether in reafoi> 
fome one or more men (hould not have had fuperroriry over all 
others,ParentsoverChildren,aHd the like; and to this piirpofe, 
whether the divers Orders, and fubordination of the Angels, that 
never fcll,be not an evidence that even in ftatc of innocence,God 
dc^ncd fuperiority, not equality. But then 2. The paffions of 
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men being throtigh fin grown irregular, and fo needing Rules and 
Lawes, and Rulers and Law-makers, it was both reafonable, that 
God {hould,and is moll certaine that he did defigne and appoint 
Government(as appears by what is faid by God to the firft Wo- 
naap, and fccTond Man, to Eve^ gen.^.i6. and to Cain, Gen,/^,j.) 
and fo gave not all men that frccdome which is the fuppofed 
foundation of that Doftrine, which places Supreme poVt^er in the 
People. And of any rationall Pcrfon, that yet thinks he did give 
this freedome to all mankind, I fhouldbut askethis one Que- 
RioriyJVhether everanj manr^ere hj God or nature inveftedvpith 
fewer of his owne Life ? I meane, mth power to take away his 
0^ne Life,, or to KiU himfelfe ? in every thing clfe Man may be 
believed to have a power over himfelfe, over his Body, ro cut or 
lance it, when that is for his turne, and particularly over that 
freeiome which naturally belongs to him ; whatever the degree 
of that be, a man may by aft of his owne will, part with it irre- 
vcrfibly. Thus might the^^U? under Gods owne Government 
give himfelfe up wholly into the power of his Aiafter, and by ha- 
, ving his Bare hored thorow, become from a Freeman, a Slave 
for ever, and generally thorow the whole world the courfe hath 
been the fame, that he which is mod free hath power over his 
owne liberty fo to diveft himfelfe of it, as that it (ball never re- 
vert to him againe j and pur Saviour that is thought to have 
brought //^fr(7 into the world, doth yet, by the quality of moll 
of his /?rfrf/f/, given to Chriftians by himfelfe and his Apoftles, 
markc out this condition o(fuljeSion to them, as that under 
which they were generally to live, and from which the Cbrifiian 
^rofeffion (houldbc fofarre from freeing them, that the ttrift 
praftice K>i obedience to heathen Rulers or Matters, is oft prefcri- 
bed as a fpeciall meanes to advance Chrifts maine end, to magni* 
fie and promote the Gofpell. But for power over a mans owne 
life no man can be believed to be borne with it, for if he were, he , 
might then as lawfaHy kiUhimfdfe (and if he might ioltlaw^ 
fuSj, there are many cafes which might make it prudent for him 
to do it at fomc'times) as pull out an aking Toothy or difpofe of his 
Liberty or Eftatc out of his owne Pofleflion; aching which no 
Chriftian hath ever thought lawfull, but m^^zt\\\% feloniadefe^ 
this fclfe.murthcr,or felony againft ones felf,^* crime, as contrary 
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tojAe&tGommaademcnt, as the kitting ofanjgthtr man. Ha- 
ving proceeded thus farre, I (hall now take that for granted, 
which^ that I know of, is denied by none, I am furc, which is not 
denied in the publifli'd fcheme of the defigned Refnfentative, 
vU. that the Stt^me fewer incltides the Po'X^er of Life (Imeane 
not fuch an Artitrarj pewer of Idling whomthej pUaJe withont Jin^ 
hut a power of putting capitaU^ UHalefaSlours to deaths and fo a 
power over every (call it SnhjeEls or Fret- mans) life in cafe of 
Capltall.crime) And the granting of this (as 'cis too vifible that it 
IS by you a granted trnth) being added to the former, doth to rac 
irrcfragrably conclude,^ that t/;e Supreme pomr ndthcr is, nor can 
be in the community of the TeopUy or in thcit Reprefentative, by 
foPcemcQrly of their originaH, or naturaS lihrty ; The inference 
iscleare^.faecaufc th porter of life which is pattof the Supremacy^ 
isnotvpartof/^4/ natter all Ubertj^ and therefore is neither inhc< 
rent naturally in that Commnnitj ofmen, (which is buc, in other 
words^fb many particular men together, indo wed with that 
power (^nd no more) which every man hath/urg/f over himfelf ) 
rforconfequently by them communicable to ^ny Reprefentative. . 
And by this alfo it appeares, that fnpreme Magijiracj, wherefo* 
ever 'tis truly placed, in the Ordinance, znd creation of God^ (who 
alone hath po^er of all mens lives) and not of i»4;^, who hath no 
pfiwerofhisowneftavich leflfe of any others life, any farther then 
he is a Reprefentative^ or Proxj^ or Vepntj of god, (who hath that - 
Power) not ofthePeople^Viho have it not. For it is polfible I may 
put you in mind of an evident truth, which perhaps you have noc 
taken notice of ; Thar,as-the originall of Government in any parti- 
cular placccannot be imagined to be by any more than 2 waies, 
Either by Qods defignment j or,(A^ Peoples aBfo in either of thofe 
two cafes *£is God onely, and not the T^eople^ that gives the po'^er 
of the S^ord^ otpo^er (^Life to the Governour • when God him- 
^JelfektssiKiffg over men 'cisfpcleare that He thusjm powers 
that King^ that thai need net be proved ; and when the commu-^, 
mtj of a People (fuppofe in the Ohiginall^jea men in thefreedome > 
of nature) chufe one of themfelvesr or more to rule over them, 
'tis cleare, they doe not inveft Him with mote power than them- 
felves had ; and that He that was thuschofen by them, hath the 
fonder efLife pvcr any of rfiem (which they finglc, or all together 
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in the c$mnMnitj had not) muft needs come from fome other, 
and not from them j and if you will knovifrom ^hom it comesy I 
Anfwer,that it comes from gods appemment Cfor the ceconomy 
of the world) that the fupreme Magiflrate (hall as his Deputy 
hiVQ this power fromGodcommHnicatea to Himy as an endowment, 
neceflary^^i^^^^pe^wr which is &^^\^t\tiL to protect, andgover»teo- 
fhers. And in cafe it were the aft of the People, and not of God 
immediately, that defignes or nominates the Perfin to that Of- 
fice, yet doth not this nomimtion befto W this power, but God who 
zXoMhath that power, beftowes it on him who is thuswww^ 
ted. Ih this cafe all that the People beftow, er part with by their 
zdixs^tit mne liberty , or that part of it of which they volunta- 
rily diveft themfelves, that they may by obeMence empower Him, 
whom they have fee over them ; and that they may reafonably 
part with for that greater benefit of protection from him, which, 
Vihx\t he id obeyed by ally he may be their united obedience to his 
commands be able to afford them, and could not probably with- 
out it ; . now this giving up their liberties to one, or more, makes 
that man, or men a Ruler over them • and being a Ruler, to hini 
belongs (derived from God^ not from them) that power of life, and 
deathyVitiizh Gods forementioned decree hath enltated on the 
Supreme power, ot Ruler i who is therefore in that relation (of 
tAvengerfor wrath, or punifhment) ftiled by the ApofHe^ The 
Minijler of God, Rom. 1 3 . and not of the Teople. By this it ap- 
peares that (for the originall of power) the ucmoft that comes 
fromthc People^ is that of which they have the power, till by fome 
aft of Gods, or their owne, they have parted with it, the liberty 
ar power of their Perfons (or in fome fort and degree, ^as they 
(hall part with it, of their bodies^ ox pojfefponsm like manner) but -^ 
not of their lives \ For that other is of an higher origination- 
and therefore, fuppofing lYit power they had parted with, ftiould, 
upon any emergent, revert to them againe, yet the pd^er of life 
4nddeathj or of the Sword cin never revert, becaufe it never pro- 
ceeded froni them, but as the fiule thsit came from God doth, ac 
the falling of the body back to its element9,< or earth, from which 
it was firu taken, returne to the hands of God th^gave it^ fo the: 
power of life, the prerogative firft, and then the gift or inveftiturc 
of (/^ moft at the diflblucion of any Government, and the fup- 



pofcd reverting to its principles againc, returne to its proper 
fountaine, to God, and none but hicn. And to imagine ic to di- 
vojve to the community of the People, is the fame unrcafonable, 
as to conceive the immorta/l finle, that one beame of divinity 
(as this fower of Life and Death is another) to accompany the 
Carcaflc to the Grave alfo. I have itififted the longer on this to 
make the mi^ake the more palpable, and the more impofliblft 
not to be difcerned by you ; and if I could forefee any colour of 
reafon, that could poflibly pretend againft this evidence, I (hould 
yet enlarge yours, and my owne tro^le, to difcover it ; but be- 
ing, Iprofefle, unable to mention any thing, which the grounds, 
which are already laid, have not prevented, I (hallnow^proceed 
to the third and laft way of examining this truth. 

Bythehiftory oftimes, and there I ftiall be forced to retraft 
at leaft to fufpend the acknowledging of that, which that I might 
examine it by reafon,! was willing to/iippofe, but not^r^«f, and 
(hall now demand, 

1 . Whether by any ziMhcntickflory it appeares,that there ever 
were any Nation or People in the world, who can be prefumcd 
or proved to have had this Supreme power vefted in the rpholc 
fommumtj originalljy or from their firft comming together ? or 
if fo, whether ^tfir judgement fo vifibly interpofed, and the ex- 
ample of his inltituting of fudges^ and of Kings, (neither of them 
accountable to the People) be not to be preferred before all fuch 
prefidcnts ? 

2. If 'twere granted, that in foriie oKe, or more places the 

£f>X^er hath been originally in the People, yet it will never appearc 
y the originalls of #i/f, ot of this Kingdome, that fn allot in this 
it was fo 5 or if men will ftill opiniate^ and affirme againft the e- 
VxA^tiCt of t^tLavpes^TLtidconfiitHtion of this Kingdome, and a. 
gainft thole Oaths which have for fo many ycares acknowledged 
the feat of the Supremacy in the King, and mt in the Teople ; ,yet 
that, which is fo falfe in matter of facS:, being taken for truth 
alfo, there will againebe matter of inquiry, in point of reafin 
which will deferve your farther moft ferious pondering : 

I. Whether, after that the People have upon deliberation, and 
from ^^/Vtf intruded fome o»^ ori»(?rr Perfons, (in any ccrtaine 
courfe offucceffioH by La:i» defigned) to Rnlewer fkern^ and after 
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the Lm hath declared the perf$fg of that Suprejm Magifirate not 
tohzacc9HntabU, but his Minlflert only, (which maybe ^frn* 
dence ofStdiZCj more advantagious to a peoples peace, then pof- 
fibly is well underftood) whether, I fay, in this cafe any number 
ofmenwhatfoever, can, upon any pretence, re- call thzt Trufi^ 
and void, that Law, by which that Ki n g, and His Hcires for 
ever, were conftituted the Rfi/er of them ? or if they might, whe- 
ther this were not moft contrary to the e>iJ of all Government,^ 
fftiety and peace, and probably the parent of^W^confufion in the 
world, which is much worfe than the hardeft fnl^eElion ? 

Nay 2. if it flbould be granted ftill, that rfie commumty of people 
have power tore-call, or void thattrufi, yet 'twill be matter of 
more than doubt againe, whether at this time in thi^ Kingdome 
there be any way for the whole cemnrnnity to aft, or whether it 
can by any man be reafonably believed, that what is now done, is 
aBed by the communitj of the People f 

For if (to that purpofe) it be conceived, that the Honfe of 
Commons is {or that the twoHoufes together zrc)lhQ Reprefen* 
tativeoi <ii?the Pe^le; Then firft, it is to be confidered that 
there is a great number of men in this* Kingdomey that are not re- 
prefented by theft ^ and who never put (nor can by any interpre- 
tation be thought to have put) into their hands t\i^t power, which^ 
is fuppofed to be in every Free Commoner in this Kingdomr. 
2. That you your felves have expreft your opinion, that this, 
which now is, is an unequal Reprefentative, and have on that 
Confideration thought your felves obliged to propound another 
Forme. 3. 'Tis fure, that (whatever pojfihlj might have been), 
yet they, that have ever till this time chofen Knl^ts or Burgefes 
to the Parliament, did never aftualty put into their hands, as in- 
to their Reprefentatives, alt th^t power, which ( in this cafe of the 
Peoples being the Supreme Power) is naturally fuppofed to be 
vcfted in them, but onely a power of doing thofe things,for which, 
the Writ ffcnt out under the Broa i Seal) did command them to 
be retarned, i. e. to confult with the K I2^g of the difjicultaffuires 
of the Kingdome, not to fettle any part of it )X>ithoutyOr aguinfi 
Him. And 4. 'Tis clear,that in fu:h an acknowledged conjunfturc 
of tinie as this is, a fmall (far Icffe) part of chofe that were 
returneii, by the Countries, cannot be A%id to be that entire conw 
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pany . or body , by which the whoU commtinity^ is reprefented ; Or 
if it be faid, that rht godly People of the Land^ who by PetUUm CO 
the GerteraH, the Lord Fairfax have cxpreft their defires, diaC 
fuftke be executed upon thofe, whom they call Delsnauemfj ace 
to be reputed as the commnnitj of the People : then firC^ it will be 
clear, that thofe that have fo Petitioned (hcRi^t that they tie 
mod of the body of the eyfrmj) are not the thoufandth part rf 
the people of this Kingdome, and therefore cannot by any rale of 
Judgement or ^mationbe reputed as the whole C^rnxfivmirt} 
and iftKisprefident might be admitted, that a/rxr perfons^oQder ' 
the title of the Godp, may pretend to the right onSie whaU, tk 
very well worth forcfceing, how dangerons fuch examples mav 
prove to the peace of Pofterity. 2. All the evidence of thcur 
godlinejfe th^t we can perceive, isonely the defiring /i^fr/r for 
themfelvesand others, and therefore f^i/^^f on thofe who uand 
in their way to that liberty ; and I conceive it demonftrable that 
a quiQtfutmiJpoH and obes^ence^ and a defire not to caftoflF their 
ik(;,butftillto continue under ir, rather then to be their ovim 
Cixrvers, or contrivers o( liberty, is a farre forcr fignc of trmggiod- 
leneffe. And thirdly, there hath yet been no fair indifferent 
means ufed to know whether there be not farre greater numbert 
of fuch ^0^^ meek men,wbo would rather defke that the Kin g 
ftiould be reftored to His Government, then that any courfe 
(hould be taken by any, withom or againfl the Kiv g. And the 
plain truth is, that if you will go on in the cour(e you are in, and 
yet de(ire freely to appear, and be accounted the ^onfervers^ and 
not Conquer ours of the liberty of your Country- men, if you will 
not impofe upon the people, as you fay iTi;!^/ have done $ No* 
thing can be more futable to thole pretences, then to decUrg woofi 
publickfyy that it (hall be free for every man to fubfiribe^ whe- 
ther he doth defire this totall change by you tendred in the 
draught of your Reprefentativoi or the continuance of the prefent 
elhbliilied Government, (with an afTurance of your fnbmiflion 
thereunto. ) 4. *Xis (upon Aippofition that all power id mgitutttj 
in the People) mod undeniable and clear, that nothing buc'the 
confent of each perfon (at leaft of a major part of the whole being 
convoked together) can diveft any one, or more men of that 
th(i4: fuppofcd OrigindU right 5 and confequently, that other mens 
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fiyiflgthittbcyire mm: G§JIj^ tndthat diemrelrei ire Icy cair* 
nevtf exclude them from their "Birtbrighii By which it will in* 
fklibiy be coocladed, thitalt thofe diic hift adhered to the 
Ki M a all this tiaie, or that faTour'd the V^tts oftbe tw$ H«^ 
which refolvedtheKiN^'s lateCooceflioosaciVfirparitobea 
fit ground of peace (whatfoerer cenfure or brand is by yea fct 
i^onthem) areumuchto beconfidered to the making upthe 
immimmtjf of the PnpU^ as any others. And if fo, Let it then 
be confideied by all equall minded men, what a iMntiM it is of 
thofe i{i{lr/9 wfakh yon pretend to vindicate^ what an in?a6oa 
of the tMm^Mfriiimi of yonr Brethren (by you acknowledged! 
Che mhirU^mci of each nian)to force them againft their wUls^ with 
their very great inconlmodation and detriment, to revert to diat 
Irl^j^ wiuch is by you fuppolcd ta belong to all ntutiridhi but 
without which we of this Nation have happily lired, under the 
ftri€ greater advantages of R^aMgtf^ rmmm. Andyetfocon* 
crary tothts friniifk have you now proceedcc^ that when you 
have thus throwne us back into our hxSichms ag^ine, ondy thac 
you may reduce our/i^my, youthen immediate^ by your Re* 
fn^hHMiwk bind us up, that we are noc permitted, npon what* 
loever emeigtocy, to cafi our felyes into my nnrfirmfy alchoc^ 
die exchai^e {bould zpparc never ib advant^on^ and gainfidl 
CO us ; whtfh bcfides that, k is an evidence (^yoor inward f^rg^ 
tiMt the change now defigned will be foooe rep^

Mmjt of our liierfj^r ^Q^ denymg us that fhedmrn^ of wbkh the 
moft hisrhatem and the moft dviUzei People hare been equally.

andC^HnfellofjVar. Thefirftisthis Ai^^ 
motion^ That thefe^ under Gods own Government might whoty 
givtmptnmfelfe^ and bis Freedom^ tohu Maflers "^iB {the power 
efUfeieing oneff exempted) andbj hainnghis eare Iw^ed^ might of ' 
afrte-man^ become dfiave for ever. 

J. 2. TTie fecoad is this jS^efiion, whether ever atrf man was 
tj god or Nature invefled ^ith power over his owne Life^X. to take 
awaj his owne life^ or to ^B himfelf} 

5.3. This tyf^rmation^ and this ^mfiion, he willingly ac- 
knowledge^ andiseontentthatthe ^jttftkn (hallbeinretprci^ 
ted a dpwfl-ri^t . T^tgaHoni That nevtr ary nMh was 6j God, or 
Nature invejled with f^eroverhifowHe life, orpowertokilthim^' 
felfe. And having thus conftff the citation, aifarrciw cWccrncs 
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him, ic remaines, that I proceed to juftiHe, both parts of it. And 
to that end, I (hall think my fclfe fufficiencly fortified by two 
advantages, which that ^uthour hath been pleafed to allow me 
in this matter.

Commandement \jhoHjhalt not kill'] according to 
the latitude^ wherein all Jewifti^ and ChriflianWrittrs have in- 
terpreted it to the prohibition of/elfmnrder^ as hath b,ecn (hew-

1. 1. ka. 5. § .-7, Having mentioned this firft advantage againft this Author^ 
fnfficient certainly to fecure DoAor Hammond from his blame, 
and to make any aApoUgie for him unneceflary, and well-nigh 
fcandaloiis (the iVord of God being able to plead its owne cai£, 
without the afliftance of any humane Advocate) Ihave.yecche 
benefk of a fccond kindndle allowed me by this unknowoe ad- 
verfary ; whkfa, (hough Scripture were not of Authority with 
Urn, would encourage the DoAor not to fear the fallmg under 
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his difpleafurCr That if, the uareconcileabteneflQ of cixofe two 
opinions (the one with the other) which he ispleafed to con- 
front to DoAot Hdmmofkl^vpc. thatit(hould he $t»laivfra for z 
few to give up his Fre$d9me, (and thzt fervhtule (hould be, as he 
calk it, znunMOiHraafervkude) and yet that itfhould be put in 
his power by G^dznd Nature ("for chat is to z&tmt it lawfitS^ 
and agreeable to l^atHre) to take away his own Lifey or to kill 
himfelfe. For it being by Job mentioned as^an Aftsorifme of cooa- 
men Nature, that a man vi\\\ for his life give ai he hath i and in 
the accounts and praftifes of all men, that of Liberty being pait 
of that 4// ; It will confequently be unreafonable, and impoflible 
for him that hath once affirmed the parting with ones freedome 
to bean nnftaturaU fervitnde, to deny the kfUing of himfelf to 
be an mnatHraU murther ; And therefore, having fo faire ad- 
vantages before mc, not onely the Scripture in terminis on my 
fide, but this -rf^z/w^^jr, by foeafie a confequence, becorhe my 
Second t\fo^ I am (not unwillingly) perfwaded to tender a brief 
reply to thofe reafons, which feeme to have drawn this Author 
Into Aiscafuall difpute, and to endeavouf the preventing of 
thofe Errours ; to which , a Philodemius, or popular difputer 
may in fiich an Age of Lkentioufnefe betray others.

§• X 5* His fecond anfwer b yet a little more firange^arnl fucfi 
«s cotdd not yet eafily have been forefcene, or expefted. That 
Idsliavn^ his tar hrei W^k a pfMipment ftr bis cmtempt of that 
XHirtj^^e. Tis fufficicntly known that this hrif^ of the ear was 
the ceremony of receiving a Servant among the fewes ; and 
diereforti when Dut/^V/ faith of Chrifl:, Bftt mine ear e hafithon 
0fened, "'tis acknowledged^ that thereby was denoted his taking 
wifimthffirmeffafervane. This^^wg cfthe ear ^ithaname 
was no veiv painfull thir^ Jure not fo much as ^irctmcijion ; and 
yet twonld be a little ftrange, that when a Prefelite was rect t^ed 
••mong the fewes with Circamcijwn, that (hould be deemed a 
puniinment on him for bis not continuing zGetitiUy or that his 
Converfion to Judaifme, of which this was the Ceremony , {hould 
be thereupon coonted an unnacurall Sinne : The anjwering fiich 



Argumentf as thcfe, would require a morechearfull; and plea- 
fane humour^ then the times, or occafion of thele debates will 
well permit* 

§.]^. The laft Afffwer \ookcs a little more demttrefy^ That 
his giving himfelfe H9 to be a [lave forever, didreferreto, andter* 
mittate inthejearof^Hbilee, &c. and that he did not make himfelf 
irrecoverably a (lave,&c. ^That this was to terminate in thejear of 
fubilee^ is faid without farther proof, then onely of this untefti- 
fied affirmation in a Parenthejis, that that ^as the year ofhisfree^ 
dome from thatfervitude wtuch the corruftion of his own ^iB had 
brought Hfon him, which is the proving a thing by a bare reposing 
of it in other words, and onely throwing a little dnrt uponit^ 
For how doth |it appear that it is apiece of Corruption (for a 
roan that loves his Mafier, as the Text faith, and is better pleafed 
with bis fervice, then with his former liberty) thus tochoofe 
that which he likes beft ? Or how comes the cafting of Liberty to 
ie a corruption of the ^iU, Vihcncajiing^ yol^s^ ztid/ervitude \s 
made capable of fo good zCharaSler.^ Had the words of Saint 
Paul, fpeaking of fervants, [^Jfthou canfi be free, ufe it rather'} 
been brought to back this bare jljfertion, there bad been Come 
tolerable excufe forfach ab^ing odht^uefiion as this: BUC. 
thofe words extend not to a command, that every man (hoidd be 
obliged to be free, that can, but onely to zpermijfton, that, if he 
will rather ufe it {i.e. prefcrre this Liberty) h^moft lawfully, 
and commendably may. But this Authour hath not thought &. 
to make this Interpretation/)r account of that place neceflary to 
be given him. As for the truth of his Affirmation, that this BoM' 
man with his ear bored, ^as releafed at they ear of Jubilee, *{)& that 
which, as it doth not well confift with the words of^iMoJes, Q/fc 
fhall ferve himforever'J Exod. 21. 6* ^tidDeut.i$. 17. foitis 
not proved by any other place,or made probable that £fir everl 
is not an abjolute £for ever,} One place in Leviticus, there is 
fhap. 25. 41, which faith, that the poor Brother that is fold to 
be a bondfervant, Jhallbefree at the year of Jubilee, and propor- 
tionably the fervant (fpokenofby me in Sxodus Md Deutero^ 
mmy) is to befct free from thatfervitude, to which he was 
fold (/• e. the forced and conftrein'd, not purely voluntarily forvi- 
tudej in thcfevepth, or fabbatick^yw, and fo by the fame reafoa 

in 
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ih the ftdnlii, which is die great sMsitick^ (made up of feven 
times (even) in the place ofLeviticm. 

§• 17. But this Author muft mark,that this perfon thus ktfne, 
is not the7^>'^ of whom DoAor //ifufffiv^^ fpake, but the other 
that hath made thtvelnntury fmrender of his Liberty, he that, 
when the Sabba^kk^ ycare comes (or confequently the year of 
fttMety which oflFers him the fame reieafc) rcfolves, that he will 
fjptgce ottt freeitdoks to make ufe of the advantage of a fuBilef, 
and ib hath no moi^ releafcs behind • and confequently by this aA 
of his is in a6 imvfrfibk eftate^tcmzins afervantfor ever. And fo 
this more rpecious4»/irfrappeares to have as little of truth, or 
fubftance in it, as the two former. 

§. 18. To which, yet I might further adde. That in cafe it 
were granted, that the next year offMee gave this man releafe 
alfo, yet would not this avoid the concludency ofthisphicefor 
^tUp^tilneffeofgivingufowr Libert J (which is the onely point 
in hand) becaufe he that can doe it fot feven, or for fifty yeares, 
can furcly doe it: and althou^ having done it, he (ball have 
Liberty, after that number of yeares, to retrafl, if he pleafe, yet 
is this no obligation thathe yi^i^retraft, but onely apriviledge 
due he 1047, which priviledge he may againe aslaw^Uy deny 
himiclfe to make ufe of, as before he did of his firft £f- 
herty* 

§• ip. Mean while the conclufionj or clofe of this Attthors rea- 
r6ning is a little more extrMrjUnarj yet. For having from (the 
tf-S^o^ ^dLfiAdtxiy of^ the fnbilee, imerr'd that he did n$t make 
himfelf irrecoverably ajlave, he proceeds. []Andiffo(f.f. fure, 
if he made not himfelfe a flave irrecoverably) yphere is the warrant 
from Qodjor T^/tttre, fromfafping away his freedome^ or Liberty 
AtaUi ^iffoy how without recall^ ana irreverfbly ?] Tsitpof- 
Sble this Author could think thefe conclufions demonftrated fo 
logieaSly , as that he ftiould fet them downe by way of (jtte* 
flion , which fuppofcs them irrefragable at the firft ask* 
ing? 

§• 20. For the firft of the&ys not the contrary npft demonftra- 
)lc ? that if he were a flave till the year offnhilee^ (as tis confeft 
ic was, and withall Aat he was fo l^y gbdi permiffjon) then there 
^warrant frmGodfirfaJftng^afM JHhrtyinfome d^etfjv 



and for fome fpace, though not irrevocably, Doth not he fare 
at all, that ferves not eternally ? or is that no warrant at all, 
which is fuch for a limited time only ? Then furc are we not at

How rcconcileable this is with the Aathours popular title of 
T^hihdemim I difpute not, but refolve, it is not the particular 
merit which beftowed on him that other more rtgnlay ofSth 
taStid. 

§•22. And for the dexterity that is expreft in the conclufios 
of the whole (c&ionJ[That therefore, that ai/clute, andunre/ervU 
rejtgnation of a mans native liberty ^^c. without anyjufi sonditiin, . 
wadaquate exchange^ (which faith he, is hereby pleaded for by . 
theDodor) can have no rife^or origination from God^ orrtafona- 
hie nature'] (impofing oft the DoUor direftly againft his kt&^ 
thofe words of fo irrationall importance, L^ithout anyjuficott- 
dition^or adacfuate exchange] I (hall fiippole that this was an efieft 
of the neceflary wants orhis caufe, and a difcreet pratvifiQn due 
his condufion could not fubfift without fuchfupplies, which made 
him venture on fuch indired meanes. 

§. aj. For Doftor Hammond is not fuch an enemy to 
man- kind, as to plead for fuch irr^^if^iif adings, or to become 
his advocate that makes imprudent , or unthrifty bargainee 
(though by the ftrengthof his free wiB to evig, he may poflibly 
do fo fomctimes, and be obliged by bis owne adl, and juftly firf* 
fer the inconveniences,, and fmarts of it) but refolveth, that 
both the ^ampanians in their dedition, and the 'Barbarians in 
their rcqueft to the Romans, that they might have leave to be- 
come their yirt/4»^j; and the few in Afofejs fuppofition, that' 
loved his Afafter,znd preferred hisfervice before his manumiffhm. 
(I (hall adde my felfe alfo^ who profcffe to prefer (in my choice 
lor my fclfe)ySr^>awii before abfolute Liberty^ nay, before JV- 
v«r«^«r; itfclfc, and believe it a farre more yS^^r, andconfe- 
^pently r^MM^fpecch in «f4M4 1 Sam.^^ zi. which cxpreft foaie 

aver. 
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ayerfitfon toSanmeh propo&l zhwtitmikmg him, theodiat 
other of Ahfilons^ Otiuu I^ere aJsidgCy or King, &c.) did all 
part with thdr Liberty upon adequate exchanges^ fuch, as they 
(which were the ficteft judges what themfelves thoi^ht)did con- 
ceive to be the full worth of the cotnmodicy they parted with : 
And fuch a ratiotMB power of parting with abfolute Liberty for 
ibmewhaf that I like better, (i. e. fox fubjeHion to government^ 
which is, I. in it felfe, farrc removed from Jlavery ; and 2. is. 
the onely way to fecure men from the danger of it) is all rfiat 
that tAddrejfe had occafion to afTcrt, or plead for at chattime. 

§.24.0ne thing more there is,which I may be allowed to add^ 
(haying thus farrc reply'd to all his anfwers) that the condufion 
which was in the Addreffe inferred from that praftice of the 
^ems, was farther confirmed by the praftice of diverfe Heathens^ 
who can neither beexcuied by the pretence of zpermijfiony or 
fpeciall dijpenfation from God co doe unnatural! things (as he 
thinks may be affirmed of the Jm) nor yet were obfervcd by the 
moft rational Hifiorians to have done any thing contrary to Rea^ 
fin or Natnre, in changing abfolute Liberty for fomewhat which 
feemed better, and more advanta^ous to them, to wit, for fe- 
curity, and ^fl^fiK^»,i.^. in changing a (bte of common iE»7?i/i/7,* j^ii^d^ 
(the unhappicft lot in nature) for that other (fet down by the ji^^'^^y^ 
Afoftle as the objed of their Chriftian * purfuite^ and emulation, 
and * contention) a quiet fctled peace. The advantage of which *?'^»7' (/^&^ 
change, he that is not inclined to acknowledge, muft be of a wrw;)^«{fK. 
temper oiminde, or body fo diftant from that, which C^^^hath 
given me, that I (hall not wonder, that that which feemes to me 
moft dcmonftraftively aflcrted, is to himfo farre from being 
acknowledged fuch. I (hall adde no more to the vindicating of 
thefirftpropofition, till I meet with the temptation ofhctta^ or 
more dangerous arguments againft it. 

$.25. I proceed as briefly to the fecond, which is pro- 
pofedinthe-^^fjj^by wayof queflion, fVhether ever any man 
was by God y or Nature , invefted with po^er of his otvne Life^ 
I. e. with power to take amscf his ffwne Life, to k}ll himfetfe ? 
The vindicating of which , I muft acknowledge a taske, to 
which I did not expeA, that the Doftor (hould be caird; 
having not, till now, been fo fully convincedof the danger, and

wics^ wko have maintamtd fotmlaxes , or of the improYi- 
dcDce of thole that have tempted others by the publifl^uig of 
them. 

%. 16. For certainly about two yearei (ince, before the time, 
that the f^hmnom BioAiv : was fet out, a man might in this 
Nation have adventur'd to have asked fo calme a q$tiifiUn {yria* 
ther a man might Limfully kHlbimfilf?^ tnd not have feared 1 
challenge in Print for this injury, or encroachment upon the li- 
berty of our NatHre. And I conceive thofe Lawes of our Land, 
which have lookM on this felft-jUugbt^ry as an inhumane crime, 
and punidi'd it after 2>MriE^with the deniall oiCbrifium bmri^fii 
a markc of reproach upon the^r^z/f ,might,when time was, brvc 
been able to have come in to the affiftance of fo known a trmb \ 
had not the facred rites ofChriftian ImrjaU been now fo dtfpifed^ 
and profaned, that the.wantine them hath ceafed to be eftecnwd 
a puniftiment among us; had not the OAome ofkiHing oehm 
roen fo harafs'd our Confciences, and obliterated at) the reovun- 
ders of written, and unwritten Lames^ that we need not be wwr 
dredac, if the^bvri^r, which have been fo fle(htabrQad» mlAake 
their way fometimes,and return on the owners btt (Is. And laAly, 
had not the dedodion been fo prone, and eafie from the Genn^Mt, 
to tht furtkuUrs^ from the Lawfidmffe of a NatUns^t^itoynii 
itfeffty to a fingle ferfins going, and doing likewife, from the 
jiiftifying of n't/i/inteftineflai^ters ofthcpuUickfy to that other 
more tolerable crime of^fingU viclence. 

$. i6* As it is, I (hall not endeavour to perfwade my felfe (ts 
the Pyrrhcnum in Sextus Emfiricm^ would teach me to do) that 
I was in a dream, when I read D. Hammond cited, and confuted 
for thus affirming ; I muft rather provide for the encounter, and 
haften to 4;^/vt^rr the torgumtntSy which this Author hathoffintd 
againft this branch of theiixt cmwmm^tmum (as hemetwith;it 
in the DoAors hands) or elfe twill be poiHble this opinion may 
gather Prs/r/^/^jalfo in this age, wherein nothing can befaidfo 
incredible, which fome men doe not make a Aift to take up, and 
believe very contentedly. 

$.27. Hisfirft argument is drawne from the DoAorsCon. 
ceflion, that wumhtthfmerfrmm G4dmd JNatttre w€r bUnme 
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from whence, if he doe anjr thing, he mud uodertike to coiw 
ciade, that therefrre he hah fwer over hk life alfo ; And to doe 
char,he maft make good che(e three things : 

S.28. I. Thatfincc the confutation ofthe former propor- 
tion, he bath now changed his minde, and agrees with Dodor 
i£mfliMij/, that a man hath from C?^^ or Nature fewer oyfcthte 
Jreedemete f(^e it 4^47, (for other wife, though it will be an ad« 
vantage againft Doftor HdmmemI, who cenfeji it, yet will ic not 
be of dfe to bimfelf who profefTcth the contrary) and again that 
he hath foi^otten, what in his very laft period be bad affirmed 
\jhat God deth net ifttrttfi attd oBe^ anj m4M to have fdf^er te defirej 
hieefwneimage^ut. te take siwof fteans l^e^btithimj erthemwhem 
he makes Gods^ i.e. Magiflrates te whom he depfttes his owne place'^ 
for fure it cannot be thought, that every frivate man in the cem* 
mttnitj of Natterff is fuch a Vicegerent efQed^ or Magifirate. 

§< 29* 3. That the argnment, a mineri ad majfes affirmaiivcj is 
vafid/againfl all Legicke, viz : That he that bath power over the 
M^, or over fretdmuy is (bppofed to have fe'^er over Life alfo, 
and ib that the ^«r^f#^, that may ftarify the fie(b, orriv^offan 
Arme, may therefore as Lawfully yii/& the throate, and cut of 
tiitheadzUo, and in like manner that the Matter by being fuch, is 
become the fudge of his Servant, and hath among Chriftians ihzt 
power of bis Ziff, which he hath fetdome beea allowed among 
die worft of Heathens. 

§. 3o« And 3. That God, which hath put fomething in our 
power, is thereby objiged to referve nothing tohimfclfe; Or 
that by giving us the ufrnfruElus, or benefits of Life, he hath gi- 
ving us the abiblute dominion^ and propriety of it alfo. 

§.31, Bat without either of thefe 3 more difficult under- 
takings, the AuthourhiHh attempted an eafier way, by fuj^ofing 
that neither rurriiij offiefh^ nor Parting ^ithfreedme nug be en» 
dared by God or Nature, uniejfe they referretefuchanend^ where* 
by a farre greater good istebe enjoyed, and obtained : that cutting 
or lancing (without this necijfary circumftance ofa greater good) te 
aflef or degree toward felfeneurtherj &c. From whence the Con^ 
eluffMj 1 fuppofe, muft be, that by the fame reafon the Killing 
of ones felfe, may then alio be conceived allowable by God, when 
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itis referf d by me to fuch an end, whereby a hrgreater^d is t§ 
h itqojid^ ajnd ohalneJ, but never elfe. 

§. 32. To which I ftiall make thefe clear Replyes, i. That a 
thing iXtzdAyfdrhidden by God, cannot be thought approveablc 
by him, upon the referring of it to a mor^iU ("ipuch lefTe if it be but 
an advantagious or profitai/e) go^d end. Their damnation isjufi, 
thatfaj, they may doe evill that goodinaj come : And that this is 
not 2 Pegging of the qHeftion- mtthzt,indctd, felf-homiciJch 
eviil, and forbidden by (70^, will be clear by remembring thefe 
three things, i. That the command of not killings is indefinite ; 
and that he that kihhimfelfey doth certainly kiB^ that he that 
fheds his ^r»n bUndy fheds the bloud of a Man : and 2. That the 
/aw4g^«/(7<?Jrefidingonhim (which is the ^a^^ of this prohi- 
bition in Mofes^ Gen.9. 6.) is as truly fo, when 'tis beheld in the 
reflexion, as when in the dire£i line, inmyfelf, as in any other 
man. 3. That the power of Life is Referved a peculiar to god, 
and not communicated to the Creature, (faveonelytohis Vke^ 
gerent)vi\iic\i may thus appear. ^#^as the (Creator of the World, 
and fole doner of life mvBi be acknowledged to have the dominion 
over it : This dominion confequently is communicated to none but 
CO thofe to whom by god it is communicated; To the Magiftrate 
this fgwer is given by that Law of C?^^, whereby he prefcribes the 
putting, certain Malcfadors to Death i and whereby he conQi* 
tutues the Magifirate his Vtce-gerene on Earth, and fo the execti^ 
tioner of that La^, an avenger fir wrathJRom.i^. And whofoever 
will challenge the like ^oW^,muft (hew the like charter, and evi- 
dence; and ifhe cannot doe that, that is fufficient to prove that 
he hath it not; As'ti&fufBcient to convi£l any man of the in- 
jufticeofanyiSr^ ctaime to i^j^ eftate, that he cannot (hew any 
deed whereby it was convey'd to him from me ; And there need 
no other Affirmative proof againft fuch an one, then that it was 
once in me^ audit appeares not how it parted from me to any 
other. And therefore, till fomert/iip^fr/ be produced, ^whichl 
fuppofe will never be) that this power of///^ is made over from 
God to every private man, the demonflration is abundantly 
clear, that that /a^frisnotinany private man anymore over 
Umfelfe then others. And it is obfervablc to this very purpo(e, 
that thoi^h the Stoicksjio teach their Difciples apathy, or courage 
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againft whatfocvcr events did calk ofthat fure remedy againflrall 
temporal prcffurcs.ihc goittg cut, or killing themfelves, {{ookxrxg on 
it favourably as a refuge^ or fanlludry from all thofe things which 
might otherwife be phanfied unfapportable) yet when they 
confidered it this other 'way, ("as every thing, they faid, had 
tw0 handles) u e. in refpeA of God^ who placed them here ; it 
was generally refolved by them, vU. by Senecay and the wifeft of 
them (and the more fooli(h of that Sed, arefeldome found to 
pTdSue the contrary ) chat we muft not on our own heads 
diferf ourftaticn^ but maintaine that ground on which our gene^ 
r^Af hath let us, and waite with courage and patience, till he 
think fit to command us off againe. As for the other two, power 
over the ^^/&} and thcfreedcmey the cutting of one, and farting 
with the other, they are no degrees toward the taking away Uffy 
but on the contrary are ufcd on purpofe for the preferving of it, 
in its beings or well being, the one by the rules of phyfick, the 
other of policy ; and therefore is the power of thofe allowed us 
by God, andNature, becaufe thq^ are thus inftrumentall to that 
endr and fubmitted to our difcrecion, becaufe they may befo« 
Thus are fome things referred to the Stewards jvLdgi^mcnt^ and 
put into hispcwer^ to dificfe for the good of the Family, and yet 
others rf/fr-z/'i peculiar, znd facred in the Mafiers own hands* 
Thus are my iVritings put into my Lopr/ers hand, for him to 
uTcto the preferving of my Eftate; yet is not my Sftatep\sit 
intohis/^wfrto difpofeof it at his pleafure for fome greater , 
end. And the argument would be very infirme, became that. 
fjmer which the Steward, or Lawyer hath intruded to bim, ought 
not to be ufed by him, but in order to (omtgoedend^ that there- 
fore, that which is not fo entrufted to him, may be thus aflu- 
medalfo. Somer^^j there have alwayesbeen communicated 
from Heaven to this Earth of ours j and yet fome Flmers of 
ofthat celeftiallCr^w^, which have been reprved zsfacredyZxA 
incomwunicatle. And fo there will be no kind of weight or con* 
cludency in this prefent way of arguing, this ballancing of fie/b or 
lihrtj with Lifej till it appear alfo from theyiwf, or equall evi^ 
dence, that thofe are refervedhy god^ as life appears to be. Thi* 
certainly without anymore hclp> is a full fatisfaftion to this ar- 
gument. 
^ But 
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§.53.BatthcnfceondIy, &exMtmdanii, tfic KiHit^mjfelf 
isnowayordinableto^^^ i. Tis not ordinable to mine owne 
prefentvforldlj stivMHtngt, ^sUncing, and/ir^jfflfw» maybe, that 
is clear; and chat isareafon whyGodttiovAi not give us this 
iiW/j, (though ifwe were not able to render reafins^ theWiT^ 
^^«ftfofthe Law-giver were reafin enough) and for fi^/iw-f ad- 
vantages to mjfelfe, the being with Chrift^ which isfarre better^ 
I. that cannot be taken notice of by bare jP{4ture, till that be 
Chtifiianuced : and then 2. according to the Ckrifiums rules, 
we have all reafon to refolve that 'twill not be purchaft by any 
other way, but by that which ^^hath prefcribcd toward it, i. e. 
by lawful! unprohibited courfes. It bfing evident, that the QrmH 
which is held in Gods hand (hall not be difpenced to any, but 
thofe^'which doe voiiiiit^^i^hSvy ftrive Id^fuBj^ and that puti' 
f^r^ of waiting till ^^^ calls, is one of the Lawes that are thus 
pcefcribed in our «6>ar»'f ;. 

§. 34. As for advantages to othtrs^ the Psiblickzweal, or pfoct^ 
'tis not imaginable, how the kifiing mjfdf can be dircftly, or 0- 
therwife then by accident, ordinable to that ; whatibever oin 
be conceived of it, will be as fufficientty provided forby the M^' 
gifirdtes having ponder of life ; and that he may have from God im* 
mediately, as well as he can be (uppofed to have it from ai^ 
aA of collation from i»^, if'twereinmy^jr<r. 

5,35, Laftly, Vot zhy morally ot Chrijiim virtue, oryctftr- 
ther, the #i7«5/?r4fi»ir of the Glory of our Crf4/<>«r, (which alone 
deferve the title ^ good ends) 'tis not the having an Hnlimhed 
pff^er^thitimmediateljj or direStfy contnbatcs tptheie, but the 
making js^yj of the ///w/W/^ew^fri we have, the imp/ojing die lives 
which he hath given us, according to his ^ff^ and not the defh-of- 
ing them contrary to it, I (hall not need to profecute this.

Where by confenting I (hall fuppofe him to mean a con^ 
fent of the -mil to that aftion which immediately foUowes, /. e. to 
the exfofing his life to death^ (and if by confent he (hould mean any 
thing elfe, ^s the confenting, that the other (hall kiBlAm^ or the 
waking it fne Mdlnpfn/l to that other, to take away his Life,

And to the proving of this, it is, that his 
remaining endeavours (as farr as concernes Dodlor Hammond) 
are direfted. And accordingly he faiith. He mM be fo hold od to 
fidtethe ^efiionod it ought, i.e. to remove it from the words 
and fence wherein Doftor HammoMd propofed it (and in which 
it is that his whole difcourfe is grounded) to thofc other words 
ofhisowne, moRextreamly diOant in yi/sri?^ and fence • and in 
which I am as confident, that the truth is on his (ide, (xfConfent 
fignifie no more then I take it to (ignifie) as I am, that that truth 
doth not contradiA thofe other truths^ which by DoAor Ham- 
mond zxt fuperftruftcd on his foundation- or that the T^ropofi* 
tiofj^ as 'tis (bted by the Dodor, is all that is neccifary to be af- 
firmed for the founding of the reft of his difcourfe. 

§. 37« For I defire to know, whether there be no difference 
betwixt kfBingmjfelf^ and exfopng mj life to death f If fo, then 
ic'rauft be not onely U'^full fo to kiH mj y^ijf (which is all the 
Author demands J but fometimes an zii of duty, and neceffity 
alfo 2 For fo certainly (in the affifting my Soveraignj or Coun- 
try to hazArd, and expofe my life, when I am thereto lawfully 
called • and fo againe, to fnfer Martjrdome in the confcflion of 
Cbrift^ or difcharge of any Chriftian duty, is not onely lanfnB 
for me to doe,^ but Ifnne if I doe it not. And yet I doe not per- 
ceive that this jiuthofir hzth laid this obligation, or neceffity on 
himfelfe, or any man clfe in any cafe to J^B (or lay violent hands 
upon) himfclfe, and fo I fuppofe hcisftillofthcDoftorsmind, 
(though he be willing to conceal it j that there is a ^/jj^ri^f be- 
tween thefe. 

§.38. And if there yet want any farther light to the clearing 
of this difference between this \Jfavingpo^er ofmj owne life fo as 
to kjB mjfelfe, and that [J^aving power of my life, fo as to f a:- 
pofe itj or venture it in zgoodCanfe'] I (hall (fox the conclu- 
ding of this Paper) propofe the plainc difference betweene 
them. 

§. 3p. And that may be taken from the nature of the word 
{expofng^ for that we know fignifiesnomore, then to fubmic 
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it to an hdzjirJiy and fo to exp$fe my Hfe^ is to Imjrdmf life : 
In doing fo, alt that can be afnrm'd of me, is no more then this, 
tbatlamn^i/AVfg', or c^ntem (and by my aftioni exprcffe that 
wiliingnefle) talofe my life, if G^^^pleafe to permit it to be tak^n 
from rac. 

§. 40. W^en my life is thus loft, three things muft neceflfarily 
concurre to it, i. The Violence of the invader; a. ThePrm- 
dence of God pcrmittirtg him te invade ,• and j. My mt refifiing, 
ormynot'ofingthe meancs (which were naturally poffiblefor 
itietoufe) to prevent, or avoid the violence of this f»t^4/?w^, n 
wheii ChriBmx^t have xxftAAngds (and another /?f^Ar, and a 
t\Atiiamfljancey znd caution) butchoofeth not to doefo. Of 
thefe three the onely efficient catife of the adlion (of kiKini) is 
the malicious violent iW^J^r • fore neither the fr&vidence of God 
iti permitting, nor my owne meekpeffe^ or obedience toCbriJUa 
follomng him, thoi^ tt be to the very C^offe. 

§•41. f n this cafe/uppofing that it be for a^00i £Wehat I n6w 
expoje my life ; it is alfo fuppofed, that the purfuance of that 
end is either dntj in me, a thing that I am abfolutety bound to^ 
al5 the C#»ffj^o;f of CAyi/?,&c. or elfe that thexteffe of Charity^ 
to which, though it be not under partictilar precept, yet the 
Intuition of fome great, andj;&rmw end doth fom^ir, and in- 
dine me^ that tb heroicall Virtue in me to doe it, and that whidi 
(though G&i doth not fo requite it of me, as that I/wff, if I doc 
it not, yet) he hath promifed to reward aiundantlj, whenibever 
lis donc/<v his fake. 

§• 42. In the former of thefe cafes, when the pisrfnance<^ 
that|M^ endi^ftrili dutjy as in cafe I am commanded to cwfeff^ 
ehrifiy ortoaffift my Prince in protcftingmy Couatry, There 
as my endeavour is required of me by that precept^ fo i$ my m^ 
nfoji endeavour, fuch as I muft not remit, whatloever the d^ 
ger be J And if that danger prove to be the fttmoji danger ^vftti of 
my Ife it felfc, yet the command of Coaflancy^ rfnot. fearing^ or 
faintingyZtii thecharafter of perfeH love 0vcn by Saint*^ij6w, 
that it cap out fear, and the denunciations againft tht fearfuB^, 
or co^^ardlj, doeall joyneto extend my obligation, to purfue 
this fo neceflary Snd without any receding, and if the Crofek felf 
Be in my way toward this^ end, to/^i/iirp,i.t. willinghr to- 



fvbmttiyC^dsVtovidcnce, nvhicfa hatfathoi^ht fit lo call me t^ 
tbiBTrjaMy if it be viznoi refSlmgMnt^ klpud. And fo ftiirall 
th»tI4oe, is the idnfiamt^ patienfj chearffiU fiibmiffion to g«^ 
Will (inhisfrmdiMtidllJigffifing of my life, and io pmHittUig 
the injurious to take it from mc^ and nothing clfe- an abfoluce 
^oife of Ohdieuce^ but not of Death; j^ facrificing to dpcy 
all Jefire of Life ^ bjQC not otberwife umckrcaking to difpofe 
ofit. 

§•43. Hence is it that my ventming of my L^e doth not 
cleafjOrfreethe/ifWfr, from any degree of finne, or guile in 
thustaking it away from me. 'Twas but a Sarcafme or Ttefe in 
SmiUHS Souldiers, to fay, they did not wrong the Chrifiians by 
\dlmg!iitm^ but onely haften theiri to their dcfired home : And 
ithe Fathers were able to anfwer the Taral^gifine by the rule in 
Sfhickis, diftingui(hing betwixt zmixt, and ahfilmewill; and 
fo concluding xhtir JLuighters to be ImMrier, though they were 
wiliingly embraced, the PerfecuPors to be ferfecuurs ftill, though 
^e other were .^^^iri/r J. 

.» $.44. Whichisa^fiiM;;/^!^/^ proof, that 'tis the //rs^A/^, . 
mtSjifferer^ whofe nA the J^illing isfiippofedtobe,andfothat 
I am not in this cafe of expofing mj Life^ fuppofed to give aiq^ 
Cenfint that he (hall kill me, or confequently to diveft my felf of 
.tbcfomr of my life, or indeed to have any fuch^^Mivroverit. 
,For whatfoever is abfohiteiy in my p^mer to Jiffitife of, that I may 
lawfully confentto part with; That if I doe part wirhir, ipfi 
ftS^, 'mdj/tre * becomes his,to whom I part with it (and if there ^ ^ . 
-beany errour in it, 'tis chargeable onthejjit^fr, who was thus qmdenmr]

^Acc^effing of Christ) is by me expofed, to take that Life from

§. 47. Having thus far proceeded, it will now be uafteceflary 
•for me to anfwer the Arguments which this Author addes in this 
matter, bccaufe the ^eftion being by him changed from that, 
which was propofed by Doctor Hammond (and ftated Nega- 
tivelj) to another, which no man can be more ready to affirme^ 
and aflert then that DoAor ; It would be an impertinent nice- 
neffc in himto refofe to have his Opinion confirmed by another 
jiFians reafons;! (ball rather wifli that all his proofs were dem^n- 
•ftrattve,and f^^(3^rfi7tocOnclude,what Doftor Hammond affihns 
with him ;. and oncly brjefly (hew , that they are inefeSlHoU to 
prove what that Doftor denies find that will foon be done by the 
inoft turfory mention of them. 

48. For firft, I grant with him that Cjod permitted his owfn 
Sonne to be put to death by the' hands of •violent^ and unjufi men, but 
ft?e no confe^nence from thence, that Chriji^ as a Man might lavv- 
fn\fy^h2iyc taken a^aj/ his own Lifei as for the phrafe of laying 
down. thoMfefor the/beep^ that fur c figntiies not the killing him/elf^ 
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for the fo^dftejfe oFche Shepheard confKk hot in that) the cut^ 
ting his ownc throat, when the fTolfe invades the Flock ; but the 
making ufc of his Life to the utmoft, wherein it may be advan- 
tdgeotu to the Sheep^ znA ventttring^ and hazarding ic in their 
iJefence, orquarrcll; yea, and contentedly fuflfering (notaA^ 
ing in) his own deaths that he nuy be able to avert theirs. For 
this is themeaningiofl/^erat^vx^i'* to lay downe the life, (p/4»^ 
xtr/t/rov itrttt, to ventHrehimfelfe volunt^iij into danger^ mrc^Po' 
Asu«(&5 ^f 4-^X5^, in ^he notion in which the greekjSloffarics ex* 
plaip the phrafe,froro stv^'^Soa©-, i. e. ^Kiphfyiv^v inHiJjclnus^. 
und the Latine , TaraManttm anima fff^t ejfe, i. e. aJJ one with 
iM,^iKK^v) to expofe it, not to be fo fiUcitotu for the defenec of it, 
at to'forgoe dktjy or chariiji or care of the poor flreep intmfted to 
him, for the prderving of it. 

S.49w A fccond Argument is by thiy tyffuhor touched oa 
(thoughnot.formally urged by himj that tht prefervingwhoh 
Jicieties from perijhing is a good, and apublickjwL and that the 
impimtjof offenders being she readieii way to the aiffolution, and 
defirsiEHon'effccieties^ 7^ fire isfitppofed to diifate tha$^ am man 
Jbauld rather jufily die, than whole focieties nnjajilj perijb. This 
ConcluHon, and Premifles, the Doftor doth, as the Author fore* 
iaw,moft willingly acknowledge, but withaK difeemes not, how 
it proves/tfaat a man hath power over bis owne life : It will be fuf^ 
fkient if a^by any other mcanes (as by inftating it in the Prince 
fcc) do place that/^9Drr^ i;f/i/rin others.

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all ingenuomy and tiMfrejudiced Readers , Mi, will endcavonr (U 
unpaffionatcly as any man) to approve himklf z Servant of Rea^ 
fittyznd cmhncCT.or friend ofTrnth^ ^herefigver he meets with it j 
upon which fcore, heisconrencto acknowledge fome Obligati- 
ons to this Amhcir;iN\io hath occafioned this farther furvey of his 
former affirmations , and given ail other men fome caufe to be 
more confirmed in the perfmiion and afTurance of the truth of 
them.

58. T> Ut it feemes the Readers quiet is not to be obtained fo 
Xjeafily; for while that which hachbeen thus faid was 
under the printers hand.. Mt.fohnGoodrvin's i^cAToJ^Ueu came 
forth, and by the mention of DoAor Hammonds name twice in 
his Title page, gave reafon to delay this Vindication fo long, till 
it might appear whether 'twould be ufcfull to adde any thing to 
it (upon this new occafion) by way of Toji-firift. And herein 
it.hadi proved a Uttle unluckily, that this fecond Advocate of the 
fame cauie failing upon this pafTage in the itAddrefe f the Subjedt

jectSf and after aflignes it over to his Sonne, and the Subject that 
kept it, r^i^/ that the 4f0iw»(hould have it, and (bthe Sonne 
enters upon the f of effion; the cafe is clear, that *tis not from the 
Sntjece that the Sonne derives this /Hi//fj^w (chough tis as true 
that the Sui^\ect confents to deliver it up) but from the King 
onely : andthat AAoftheSubjeAisno expreflion ofanyri^^^ 
in him, from him convey Me to the Sonne ^ but oneiy of his Trnfl^ 
mdffiiordinatfon to the King. And this is generally thedffierence 
betwixt InveHitures and Trnfts : what is vefied in roc, I may 
we, or derive to anotbi^r, what is intmited ondy, I cannot : the 
Servant cannot difpofe of his ^4f2^/^M^^ yet that his il/ii^fri 
^fiofltt may ftand good, he may, and oi^t to give hhcpnfenf. 
This is fo groflely tnie,that'tis pitty any longer to infifl: on tt^and 
yet tis the very thing that the whole point in hand depends on, 
imd was therefore,! conceive,fo induftrioufly invalv'd^and obfoh 
red by Mr. (;0#//m^ 

§. 6i. After this, Mlafter goodmn infenfibly gKdet into u 
sotherpeice of artifice; The fo^erofUfry faith he, is eminent/y 
and viftuslfyinthe peofle coSectively takenj though not firmoBy. 
And againe, A mm^ and a My ofmeuy have former over their o'^ng 
Jives Radically, and Virtually ^ though not fermoBy. This period of 
Matter goodmn feemes to be a new way of Anpi>ery by applying 
diftinAion to the Antecedents as the former was by derq^ing the 
confequence. The tyintecedent was {ThiU no man hdth by nature 
the poWer over his 4i^neiife,&cJ2 from whence the Addrefe con- 
cludes ibat thereforeCT'Mf power cannot kedtrpi/dfrom thefeopbT] 
To this Matter Goodwin firft recumes his acknowledgement, Thae 
if the confequence be right, it is a clear cafe, that RegaB poVfer is not 
•riginatty in the people^ but conferred on the IMer inmediateiy from 

God. 
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Gid. This is an acknowledgement in him 6f the truth of the jifu 
ttcidtHt^ and a doubt onely of the canftqutncty which according, 
ly he immediately proceedes to invalidate : And therefore 'cis 
a litck ftrange (and an argument that his firft attempt was not 
s^fmct^efuU to him) that he fliould now fo foone returnc to 
deny the Anticedemt^ at kaft to diSiingui(b of it| having before 
fo sbfilntilj germed it. But to paffe over this,and allow bim this 
liberty of recalling his bounty, let us examine the force of his 
difiiftciiM* 

§. ^i- The force of this diftincti^n doth not, I conceive, re- 
{^A^t Stdfji€t{the fe^flf] (dis'dthzt might be taken in two 
ooctotiii t\liktr finglj^ot collectivilj) becaufe prefently, without 
that difii^tUHy he fpeakes indifferently of LA man] znd [^A 
hody^^tfmin^ but it belongs to the CofnU, or word [//] and then 
itfflwbethusdiflblv'd. The fo'^tr of life maybe fiid to be in a 
man two wayes, i. Formally, 2. Sminently and Firtuallj, and 
RattUally. This diftinftion of Formaliter^ and emneMter hath been 
spply'd by 7hUofophers to the Surty and Heavenly Bodies : of 
which it being by them refolv'd, that they zvcjimple and free 
frocnchofe mixtures to which oasffMf$»utry bodies areinbjed:^ 
and yet it being apparent, that they ^arme and heat other things, 
it if thereupon defined^ that they have not heat, or other qualities 
in cfaem formalfy^ (i. e. in that manner, or kinde, that j!r^ is h9t^ 
or we are /E^) but VirtmRy, and eminently, i.e. that cb^have 
fome other \^rtue, or faculty in them, htgher, or mor^ emiftent 
Aentfiat heat which is in infenonr bodies : and thatthatdoth 
cnsMe them to warme other thing?, though they are themfdves 
fixrh/wrf creatures, asnottohavethofegroflEr qualities in them. 
Whether diisbe rightly affirmed, or onely nicely conjectHredhy 
Philqf(fhers(fo€lkLppok there is little known ofttioiediftanc 
hoi&t9hcyotiidcoujectmre) I (bill nottHMvenqatre^ but oneiy de« 
&t to be taught by Mr. Goodtm^ how this can be made appliable 
to the matter in hand,f. f. to the po'^er of l^e and deaths This 
ptnper, we know, is in GodRr^, and if in any Smimntly,^nd Radi>^ 
ocA, and VirtnaByy ceitatnly in him : And in the Supreame Ma»i 
j^m^tcformaBy, being aftually inherent in him, though not Ori^ . 
itt^yy not info eminent^ degree as^in i^o^it is. B^t can itthus 

^id atfo to be emmentlyyScc. in the P^ople^ i. r. tbar;th€ PiofU 
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have in them fome hi£her,zndmorc eminent VirtHefit faculty then 
the poVQer of every man over his own life ; and that that fuppliea 
the place of that /©r^r^// power, and that1)y it the People beget, 
or produce the ^cwrc/Zi/f in the Sufream Magiftrate, as truly, 
as, if they had it fermally^ they could doe? This is the meaning 
of the diftinftion in the ordinary, and onely notion of it, and 
cfiUft be it, if it be rightly appliable ; but Mr. Goodwin interprets 
his meaning of it, fo farre from this, fo farre from importing, or 
concluding the People to have fuch an htgher power or faculty (to 
which {^Eminentl/^ and ^TirtHalljl^ in oppofition to [For«w/^] 
belongs) that *f is indeed by him fet downe as much inferionr to 
that povvcr formMlly inherent. ^For thus he interprets if, A Man, 
andahodj^Men^havefoyper ^ver their oVPne lives RaJicalfyy and 
yiKtua/ty, in refpect thereof, they may render themfelves to a Magi- 
firate.andtoLa'^es^ whtch^if they violate^ they muflbe in hazard 
of their lives, &c. By this I difcerne two things, i. That fay this 
eminent, VirtnaU, Radicall fo^er, Mr. Goodwin underftands that 
(which is farre enough from the meaning of thofe words, and) 
which Logicians call a r^fno/^, ox inSreH power, ("as that is op- 
posed to an imimediate,ot direfi) or rather a power, to which this 
efieft ismeerly accidentall, as if the patient were faid to have 
power to cure htofelfe, meaning thereby that he hath power to 
fnbmit himfelf to the Fhyjitian, who is able to cure him. And for 
Mt^Good^intozf&mt the liberty of fpeaking thus largely, was 
tiot^ifi^ofe, his want of knowledge in propriety, but his wiU 
lingneffirto receive advantage from this abnfeof words: And 
then 2. If this be the onely meaning of the four hard words, 
(Eminent lyiVirt/i/aSy, Radically, and Formally) viz. that 'tis in the 
power of men (ot the People in community of nature) to render 
themfelves to a Magi firatty andtoLawes, to which rendring 'twill 
Secofnfe^Hent, ihat they fiaS hazard their lives upon violating thofe 
Laiwes, then, I fay, are Mr. goodwin, and Do Aor Hammond very 
well agreed; for this his explication of that diftinAion is very 
reconcilcable with thofe words of the ^ddrefe. This giving up 
their (i. e. the peoples) Liberties to one, or more, mak^s that man, 
- crmen, a Ruler over them, and being a Ruler, to him belongs (de- 
rit/'dfr.om gii, not from them) the power of life which Gods decree 
haih inflated intheSupreame Power, or Ruler, who is therefore in 

that 
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th4t relMii$H of avenger f^r -math or pttnijbment^ d AfinifierofGed^ 
Rom. \^.&c. For whence is ic that their rendring themfelvesto 
a Magi/hate, in lAtJGoodvnns ftile, brings upon them that ha^card 
9f lives, in cafe of violation of Lawes^ unlefTe it be that hethac 
hath power of their lives, placeth that ^>rfr in that iWkfgi/fr^^^ 
to whom they have rendred, or fubjcfted themfelves ? That this 
is God, and not the People j I will not conclude to be Mr. good'* 
^ins opinion^ecaufe 'tis)his maine defkne to prove the contrary, 
but that thofe words of his, and his diRindion fo explained will 
bear that fenfe, I mean^ that they will be true, and acknowledged 
by him, that acknowledges t\\c porter of Life to be onelyinthe 
Supream Governour, derived from God, I conceive fufficiently ma- 
nifeft; & confeqaently^tihat though this power be faid to be in the 
People remotely, improperly y and twUre&ljy and fo in Mr, (joodmm 
tiOtioTkoi eminently t&c. yet 'tis not from the People^ bat from 
godoTit\y, that the Govcrnour bath it. 

§. 6^. The reply wiJl be as ready, and eafie alfo to all force, 
or concludency of his next Argument, that which is taken from 
the Peoples power, to make, ot confem to the making oiCapitall 
Lowes. For i. Mr. Goodwin cannot be ignorant that it hath been 
fometimcs in the power of Kings to make Lawes, without the ad» 
dition of any confent of the people : fuch were the Princfpftmplofita 
among the Romans: and after it was thought fit by Princes to 
iayfomereftraintonthemfelve^ both that they might be better 
advifed, and more readily obeyed, then, though the people feon^ 
font hath been deem'd neccflary, yet doth this belong onely to 
the regnlating^ and modifyinf^ the exercife of this povyer.: the 
Fundamenta/i power it felfe •//i/tf,being in the Supream Governour, 
before the making thefe Lowes ; Now 'tis very eafie to diftinguifli 
betwixt thefe two, the power^ and the Regulating of the exercife 
of that pmer 'y the porver in the groffe, and the determination of 
that por»er to thhj or that particular aftion. The interfofttion o£ 
man in the latter of thefe, doth no way prejudge the lole privi- 
Jedgeof^t^rf, in the donation of the former of them: As the 
^r^f of C/d^ is his peculiar, and proper gift; and yet man may 
give DireSions^ and Rules, how we are to aft by that Principle^ 
what ufe it will bed become us to make of that pretious talem 
cntrufted to us. And therefore, for the great Noon-daj-Trutb 
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which Mr.(7Mi)i'/i^indaceth from thefc^ and the like confidera- 
tiohs, viz. {That men by namre havi fitch a powgr 9ver their Jives^ 
as vpluntarUyj&c. to exp$fe them to tbefirok§ offabh^Ho jm/Nce, 
in cafe they fhaB of end, ^c.'} This being granted, is of no force 
againll YiodLot Hammond^ but doth with htm rather fuppofea 
'Puhliqne fnfiice able to ftrike, i. e. a power of life already vefted 
in the Magifirate^ before i\!isconfent of the People,or abftraAed^ 
fy, without rcfpeft unto it. And fo ftili it is not from lYix^confent 
o(th§ Peoftcy that diis fmer isderiv'd to the handof Pttblick 
^Hftice^hvLtftom fomc other higher pri nci pie, t/M;. that of Ga^ 
to whom c4c/iwi^/< xiit aven^in^j or fumfiing of of enders.^ai- 
liariy belongs, and no other^ but in fubprdt nation to, and lab< 
ftitution from him. 

§. 64. And what tf the jr>W|^, ^^l/i.Good^in next alledgetb^ 
have no power to takeaway the life of his Snijefts withoHtediefij 0^ 
for every caufe^ but onelyfnch m by L^tw are pHmfiMe with de^h ; 
KVW if he cannot command them to be their own Execmiowers ? 
I^oth it follow from hence, that therefore, he hath the power of 
life from tiicPeopley not from godf Doth the pawkr ofgodn 
confift in doing camfelejfe , or iratronaff things , that nothic^ 
which is exercis'd moderately y or ordinate fy^ can be imagin'dta 
comefromhira? I (hall hpipok that ^(^J^/iw/f//^^ hach perfcft 
^^m'iK0if over die world; and yet that heobfcrves rules of^AI^ 
juftice^zndgoodnefi in the exerci/ey%nd dijpenfing of that power^^ni 
hath not power of doing any thing contrary to thofe rules of eter^ 
nallfnftice;}KhiA he hath prefcribed to himfclf; which to do l^ all 
wife men hath been counted ^md^oS imbecility , not of power. 
And confequently, how natural! isitthat heihould xi\vk deters 
itM^f,and limit his deputies alfo ? give them power of life oyer their 
SubjeSsy and yet command them to exercife that power vj^ith that 
juft temperament, which cither natnralfy ot civilly or t^midpaK 
X^nwx (hall diftate, and prefaibe them? And therefore Maftcr 
Goodwins aiding is very loofe, and unconcluding • iThdt ifthe^ 
power which the King hath over the lives of the poeple, ^ereimme'- 
diatefyfrom qody then he might lawfully execute thefame^ and tak$ 
0way the lives ofmen^ without any mediating direflion, or "Warranty 
fromanif Lmw.'^ For fore the fame God that gives the Magi/hate 
thcpm^ 4^A^,doA COttmand bim aUb not to throw away that 
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pretiont troft caulelcfly, makes him bis Mniflerfir i^ath u them 
that doe evilly and concraiy wife a re^mrier to chem chat doe 
^eU^ and though he yiiijfc^ him not to any earthly ySi^i^^*, but 
f cfervc him to his own fcvcrc tritunall, yet he fuhje^ts him to 
reaf$H^ and rules #/ Jnfiice^ and (when he hath undertaken to 
governs by that Stancurd) to the ffitive mumcipaB Lawes of 
diat particular Kii^dome alfo, and hath been as particular in 
prefcribing Lapses to the Prniee^ to avoid Opfreffion^ otactjoi 
Heighe, as to Subjects to abftaine from njiftance. 

§•6;. As for that proofe which JAt.Geodmn producethtd 
enforce his arguing, vi^ iThat the execution of n$ cemmijjlon im* 
mediatelj iffuedhj Gody ought to kefu^endedupon^ or determined, or 
regulated by 4nj comijfton, or confiitmkn ofmen^ It is as far from 
cruch^as it could well have been contrived to be : As will appear if 
itbeconfidered; that the word [Commillion] i. (ignifiesnot 
znabfolutej otfofitive Cornmand^ but onely z fewer, otiuvefii^ 
ture oi Authority 5 or if a Commimd, yet that 1. onely an Agir^ 
. motive precept, the nature of which is, that it binds not adfettsper^ 
andfoconfequenriy, jBaybc/J<]!^^»^^atfome time, by t\\t free 
mUofUm that hath the CommiJJiony much more if any wei^c/ 
t§4fon interpofe to determine his WiiSf. 3. That this Commffion is 
onely (jeneraU^ and indefinite, without application to particular 
cafes, referring that application to the conjuncture and concurrence 
ofcircumfiances^ (which ordinarily are humane, and Policicall ;) 
and confcquently to the di/cretion of SuJers jud ging by thofe eir^ 
eumfiances : The intervenience of which circumUances makes the 
funicular exercife of that Commijfton convenient, and feafonabld 
m one placeytnd at one time;znd conremiently,where they do not 
intervene, there the exercife of it may be at that time^ and place 
Jfkgfendedzsunfcsiibtabk. As when the fbedder of blood isby God 
commanded to be put to death, and yet fome men accidentally, 
and invountarily fall under that Title, it mud be in the poi»er of 
theMagifirate^tofu/f^endthe execution of that fentcnce, or elfe the 
tfUnocent muft loofc the benefit of the fifty of refuge, and run the 
£ime fortune with the mod nriurtherousdefigner. 

$. 66. After this manner 'ti^ clear,that Chrijt had a Cornmijpon 
from heaven to workc MiracUs^ to aire Difeafes ; yet 'tis parti- 
(^ariy affirmed of the infidelitj of his Country, men, that that . 
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fug?enJedthe€X,tm{t of his power for fome time; Hec$a/jK$t 
dee woftj mighty worlds fhereihcofi/i of their unhlief^ yet, I hope, 
cfats will 0Q way be thought to argi]e,chat Chrifis commijjion ilTucd 
from his Countrj-^men^ or from the belief of men, (though that 
were necefliry, to the cxercifc of it) or that Chriji did ill in 
fnlpetidi-.g the exercife of hid Commijfion. In like manner the peo- 
ple of ^r^f/ had from Qod notondy 9iCommtJJton, buzrommand 
to put the. natiotij to death, T)eHt. 20.10. And yet oa ihofcof 
them that were left, 1 Kings. 9. ao. Solomon fttjpended the a^of 
thatcomnc'fffion, and oncly levied a tribute of bond-ftrvice ver, 21. 
OnCe more ; I (hall fuppofe a GeneraSto receive power ofMar^ 
tiahL(m from the Sovera^ne in^^any Kingdome, this power he 
i« not willing to exercife, but by a cognizance of each male- 
fodors caufe before a QounceUof fVarre. Here 'tis plain that that 
Councell ofJV^rreftfJpends thxt exercife of the Generalls porter upon 
apartieular man; but fure it will no way follow from thence,that 
that Commijfion^ which was fuppos'd to ifliie to the GenenallSxom 
x^t Soveratgni doth nojw ilTue not from tht Soveraigne^ but that 
Comcell of fVarre 'y and then no more wijl the poflibility.of 
ftfpending the exercife of the KingyCommifpon by Law,&c. con- 
clude that Commiffion to iflue from- the Peofle^ and hot from 
Godhnd therefore in the cafe which \AuGoodwinh^i\i been confix 
dent to referre to Dofter Hammond to Arbitrate Lffhether th& 
King hath anj Regular orjuftporver over the lives of mien, other then 
that which u frofortiond^&c. bj the > Lams of the State} I fuppofe 
theDoftor may agree with Mr.Goodmny and yet^nevcr be en- 
forced, or concluded by that conceffion, to queftion the Originall 
of the power from go J^ the difference being difcernible between 
the Pointer it felf and every p^rtkuhr exercife of that power ; and 
the fHg?en/oa of the latter, farre from including the evaomtion^ 
or cancelling of the former. , 

§.67. "nicfame anfwer will clear lAu Goodwins fuceeedi^ 
Pl;:a, ^#i^.26t That if tht power of Kings over the lives of men, Kvero 
bj immediate derivation from God, then mnft this power bejim^ 
forme, &c. in all Kingdom^s whatfoever.'] This confequence is farr 
from all appearance of truth; Becaufe the power may be from 
god, o^Vid^yttth^t, God t\M^ gives the power,; may leave it in the 
particular f4?rwj^i of ity to be i/^r^rw/W^either by the arbitrat 

tion. 
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tion,and free will, and prudence of ihcff^v^w^r, where there 
are no Lames^ or by the Regulation of Lawesy where there arc 
fuch; l)\t Dimenfumy or proportion ofpower over the lives of the 
SieijeSf^ which a Governonr daimes, confifts not in indivifiMi, in 
any certain,or definite point, but is that which may enable him to 
difchargc his office of Rnler^ i. e. to protect his people, and re- 
ftraine their inordinacies. And as farre as Reafin^ and (which are 
iuppofed to be a branch of that) vaticular Lowes, (fubordinate to 
Godt Word) fee it fit to extend the exercife of that power^ fo far 
may that ifiy/fr regularly extend it; And whatfoever^o/wr/w/^ it 
be, thatheisintruftcdwith hytJody 'tis not reafonabk that he 
(hontd irrationMly extend the fArrm/f of it. And this rf^/y/4^/11^ 
oi indefinite power by fuch prudent limits as thefe (i.e. by the 
VmverfsJl\vN of Reafon and fnftice, or by the particular condu- 
fions, which the wifdome of Z^iT'^ftffr/ bath thoi^ht fit to de- 
duce from thence) cannot jiiftly be quarrcll'd, as zretrenchment 
rfpoverflny more, then the infinite goodnefle of God which per- 
mits him not to be able to do any thing which is contrary to that 
attribute, is ^maniding, or retraining his Omnipotence^ but is 
onely a cultivating and dreffing of it^z paring of the excefes, 
and exorbitances of it, and leaving it zform'd channel!, inftcad of 
ZY^St or unbridled Ocean. 

* §. 68. And thus I fuppofe the nature of tAngels or men, 
which have bounds of Virtue and Confcience^ and Lances prefcri- 
bed them, within which they are to move, and not to range un- 
limited in the defert of their owne uncertain propofals, cannot 
Aercby be faid to have loft the lihertj of their jpecies, or to have 
received no powers from God in their creation , though fome regu^ 
Utionj (it mud be acknowledged) they are under, and confe- 
qnently, determinations and fuifenfions for the exercife of their 
fmers. And what inconvenience the affirming of this wiU bt'ing 
upon theDdff^r, what hazard of ilaff?heming of God,&c. Imu» 
profefTc myfelf fotame, as hot to fore- fee, or imagine, how- 
foever }A*Gocdmns iyATeiAiv^^^oSt hath hdpt him to phan- 
fc foe* invifible i?/i?riiwi, and «//iw^i»M in our paflage. 

%.69. Next, it is but 4j(|?nxf^ and not at all made probable 
h^yAugoodwin^ that the Affirming the 1 Kings power over the

think it fit chat fuch faful^ haroHgHis fliould be admitted to liip* 
ply the place of Kfii/««, andftiall briefly reply, That they that 
affirme the power of the Sword to be from God derived to . 
M^gifiatesy doe at the (ame time define* andaflSrme, thatthofe 
Mdgtfirates are to remaine naionalicriatHris^ and to continue 
under the Soveraigntj of Reafon,^ and al) the branches of that^ ai 
farre as their particulars are concerned in it^ r. e. to be ruled by 
the VniverfdilLMwes of fnftice and E^itj^ by the GiviBS^Hdi^ 
#»/ which tend to the preferving of Societies^ and coniequcm^ 
by the fdrticuLxr LocAlly or mnniafaU Lof^es of any Counti^ 
which are fuppofed to have a peculiar ;r#^i^{; toward the pre*- 
fcrving, and regulating of that "Peofte. 

§• 70. Twill now be to Kctle purpofe to prove that thefetwo 
affirmations are reconcilcable, the one deriving iht power of l%fo 
iptheAd/fr fromG^oi^ the other acknowledging the regm/gttM 
of this power bythcfe bounds ; For there i« no kiodofrepagr 
nance, or contradiftion, nothing but accord and amity, betwcea 
them : The very Hand of god that conferred this power^ gives this 
vcjy direllion, Md Law for the exjtrcifc of it^ that they that rule 
other men fbould themfelves be guided by Re^on in all their adi- 
ons: And what that iZ^^ySif is in each particular emergent, thqr 
arc not alwayes, or onely, the JndiciMBs ofMofes, which are 6t to 
direft us,but the wifdom fometimes of frntcnUr Laws, 'oxALawn 
makers. And fo there is fmall danger eilhcr of enfkaring Kit^s^ 
or dtfimbingStafes, (as he fircmcs willing to fear) bj tfm aoShiifjo j 
which thoi^h it define the Originall of this power to be from 
Heaven^ can yet allow the regulation of thii power for the. 
Exiz-fifo of ittobe Qfan/;»/irww', yHw«4«f, FoUticaU Orfinam 
tkn. 

%.JY One Argument more Ux. Goodwin n pleafed to take 
into difprovc the imt^eJiate derivation off his power of life fromi- 
God. Bccaufe, faith he, that derivation which u $mmediatt fronts : 
Godf can by no^ajej be ajpfied, furthered, or promoted by ajefcrea*. 
turoy orfocond me^meij but this derivation of tiat power of life it at, 
leajl furthered by the aHoftbeptople ineieStug/f^c^Ergo^lOizil:

All that can be faid of the former of thefe is that that act of 

the people is the rocanes of determining che GentraU decree of God 

(that Rnlers (hall (as his Deputies) have the power of life) to this 

particular perfon, not that it is an affifteut^ or fociall caufe in con« 

▼eying this power to the Ruler, much IdTe that it (hall undertake 

to wreft this ^rr out of C/«/// hands, aud affumeit into their 

owne ; but, I fay, as a ca»fafne qnk non^ or a previous prefaratioft 

of the fubjcft, by their choife qualifying the perfon to be thus in^ 

vefted, and impower'd by God.

5. and Mif 
nifiert of the Saints, Rom. 1 5* 25. &c. To this! anfwer, that the 
J)hrafe J^iAKov& ©sSj Minijier of God, fignifies a tMinifier of gods ■ 
Orditmtian^ zni Jnfiitntion, and thoi^h it may i^nifie fomcwhat
